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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place ttie application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's after-final amendment contends 
the Strom prior art is not applicable prior art since its filing date is September 28, 2001 and the applicant's application while being filed on 
October 1 7, 2001 claims priority to application 60/630,354 filed July 1 8, 2001 . Therefore the applicant contends that their application has 
the provisional application priority date of July 1 8, 2001 , the examiner respectfully disagrees. 

The provisional application 60/630,354, cited by the applicant does not have the same inventors nor the same title nor does it seem to 
correlate to the same invention of the applicant's application 09/981 ,444. It is believed that the cited application 60/630,354 is in fact 
erroneous and applicant intended to cite provisional application 60/306,354. 

However, application 09/981 ,444 cannot be granted the priority date of provisional application 60/306,354 because the delayed benefit 
claim is not timely.
